The California State Safe Dcjiosit 
Association in a circular just is.suod 
call public attention to the new 
amendment to the California State In¬ 
heritance Tax Law which goe.s into 
efl’ect August ."fd, 1921, and applies 
to .storage or .safe keeping of pack¬ 
ages as well a.s .«afe deposit boxes. 
The amendment to section 18 of the 
law provides that, 

"Upon the death of any person who 
at the time of his demise had the 
privilege of acces.s to a .safe deposit 
box; the opening of sucli box must 
be restrained until it is examined by 
a representative of the State Control¬ 
led.” 

The following letter from John \V. 
Carrigan, Assistant Inheritance At¬ 
torney, further explains the ))iovision 
of the amendment. 

Dear Sir;— 

1 take pleasure in writing and giv¬ 
ing you my interpretation of the new 
provisions which have recently be¬ 
come a part of the new law of this 
state, in connection with the rental 
of safety deposit boxes. The proeeed- 
ure may be designated by a series of 
acts, as follows: 

1. Application to the bank for ren¬ 
tal. 

2. If the renter desires any person 
other than himself to have access to 
the box, agreeing that upon the death 
of either or any one of such persons.
